DR. HOMER, FOUND GUILTY OF 
ROBBING WOMAN, HAS BEEN 
TWO YEARS IN JAID.

Joseph Homer of Los Angeles, who, 
two years ago, was sentenced by 
Judge Lawton of the Superior Court 
to from two and a half to four years 
in the State prison for robbery, has 
been granted a new trial by a deci- 
sion of os te full bench of the Su- 
preme Court, which sustained his ex- 


having, on 12, 1917, bed
